The Applicants have received a final Office Action mailed 
June 7, 2005, for the captioned application. The Applicants 
request a new Office Action with a reset statutory period for 
response for the reasons that follow. 

In the Office Action, Claims 12-18, 21, and 22 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102 (b) as being anticipated by "Aoki 
et al .
